POVERTY 10 BE OBSOLETE 


Says Dr. Hollander. Charitable Methods 
Now in Vogue Lessening Causes 
Of Destitution. 


Dr. Jacob H. Hollander, professor 
of econumics of the Johns Hopkins 
University, predicted that a day will 
dome when poverty will be as obso- 
lote as slavery, in an addresn at the 
annual meeting of the Hebrew Benev- 
olent Sooiety at the Jewish Oharities 
Building.  Thia opinion. be, said, he 
dased upon bia historical studies and 
his personal investigation of Charit- 
able methods in. vogue today. He 
insisted that the modern world is 
wrong in believing that poverty is in 
Sable, just as the anaient world bas 
deen proved “wrong in believing that 
slavery was inevitable. 


, Getting At Canses. 2

at the onuses of poverty, he said, ia 
in the right direction and will lead to 
n solution of the whole problems. 80 
deeply was the impression made by 
bis prediction that he was asked after 
the meeting if he had been misunder- 
stood.

Nevertheless, when 1 reasoned on 
the subject I said. Can I think of the 
omniscient God preparing a great place 
of sufficient size to hold the entire hu- 
man family and outfitted with every 
devilish appliance for their torture. 
and yet being ignorant of the condi- 
tions under which they would be born? 
Can I think that he did not know that 
We would be born in sin and shapen 
in iniguity? Can 1 think that be did 
Hot, know of the present reign of Sa- 
tan, Sin and Death and that it would 
Yast for six thousand years and inju- 


„ tlously affect our entire race? 


Brother Wesley’é theory of God's 
Love and good inténtions—of his en- 
vor to save everybody—seems In- 
nsistent when contrasted with his 
teaching that only a saintly few reach 
eternal bliss and that the thousands 
of millions must spend eternity in tor- 
ture. Thus I was once confused, as 
millions are still confused today. in 
respect to the Divine Character as ex- 
éemplified in the Divine plan of the 
Ages. So far as I can wee, Brother 
Calvin had a wise and powerful God 
guch as I could admire and reverence, 
if he bad only been kind and loving 
instead of diabolical, And Brother 
Wesley had a kind and loving God 
such as I could admire and worship, 
if he had, only had the wisdom and 
power of Calvin's theory. 
long‘as we have such confusion 
in our minds faith and hope and love 
and trust shake upon the dations 
of our reason. We recognize that we 
know nothing of the future of our- 
selves; that we are wholly dependent 
upon Divine Revelation. But we can- 
not expect that our Oreator would 
Rive us p Revelation which to sancti- 
fied minds would appear Satanic in- 
stead of Divine: We must remember 
that our Oreator invited us to reason. 
saying, “Come, let us reason together: 
though your sins be as scarlet, they 
shall be white as snow.” Surely a 
right understanding of the Divine Rev- 
elation, the Bible, should be a reason- 
able one to a sanctified mind. 
Hearken to the Word of the Lord: 
Their fear toward me is not of me, 
but te taught by the precepts of men! 
(Isaiah xxix, 13.) 
Hearken again: “As the heavens are 
higher than the earth. so are my meth- 
ods higher than your methods and my 


‘| plans bigher thun your plans” (Isainh 


lv, 9). And so we find. my dear 
friends God's Word is true. His 
Character is glorious, Only the mist 
and smoke of the dark ages“ have 
confused things for us and mystified 
matters and darkened the eyes of our 
understanding. ' 
Predestination of the Bible. 

Now as the six thousand years have 
passed and we have entered upon the 
Babbatic Seventh Thousand we ‘are 
beginning to realize that it marks a 
New Dispensation—that, the night ia 
passed: that the dawn {a upon us. The 
wonderful inventions of our day along 
earthly lines are jn full harmony with 
therclear light now shining upon God's 
Word, making its dark places bright 
and its rough places smooth and ènn 
bling us to remove the stumbiiy~ 
stones from the pathwuy of the just. 
which shineth more and more unto the 
perfect day.” } 

Now we tan see why Jesus did not 
pray for the world. It wns because 
thé world was not in any danger of n 
fiery hell. More than that, it was be 
en God's time for dealing with the 
world had not yet come.

We see, then, that our Lord's reason 
tor not praying for the world was that 
He knew the Father's Plan that the 


‘worla was not.to be dealt with during 


this Age, but during the next, the 
Kingdom Age. The Master prayed for 
His own, for the class which He has 
been selecting during the past nine- 
teen, hundred years. These are vari, 
ously ‘called “the elect?" the vdis- 
eiples “ „His yfollowers,” members 
of His Body,“ a Royal Priesthogd.“ 
the Bride,“ “the Lamb's 
“little flock,” to whom it ie the Fa- 
ther's good pleasure tg give the King- 
dom. 
Elect to Slees Non-elect 

Seeing, then, that there 15 a difer- 
ence between God's provision for the 

world, to be dispensed in the next Age, 
and his. provision for the Church to be 
givep now. we ask, What is the dif- 
fepence between these? The answer 
is that the world’s salvation ia to be to 
human nature and an earthly Paradise 
world-wide; while the elect class is a 
specini one called of God, chosen in 
Christ and faithful in adversity and, 
by the Lord's grace, is to huve a heav- 
enly nature, like unto that of the anë 
gels, but superior. Theirs is a,“heay- 


‘enly calling,” u “high calling.“ Tuey 


are to be like their Lord and Redeem: 
er and Head and Bridegroom, Jesus, 
m His. glorified state, fur above an- 
gels and principalities and powers, and 
every name that is named.“ 

Is this an arbitrary election? Does 
God ‘arbitrarily draw and: call one 
above another? Yes. He thus select- 
ed the Jewish nation to be His pecu- 
liar nation—not, however, to the detri- 
ment or injury of ¢ther nations, He 
thus called Isaac instéad of Ishmael, 
and Jacob instead of Esau to be the 
progenitors of His chosen nation Is- 
rael, whom He foreknew as u people 
and pregestinated to a certain service. 
But th selection worked no injury to 
either Ishmael or Esau. Similarly 
during this Gospel Age God chooses 
from the world a certain class and 
grants them the hearing ear aud the 
seeing eye, and He passes by others 
and gives them not this special favor. 
This, however, is not to be to- the dis. 
advantage of the others—non-elect. 
unchosen, uncalled. 


According to His, Purpose. 

St. Paul speaks of the Church as 
“called according to His purpose.“ He 
even tells us“ what the purpose is. 
namely, that in Ages to come He 
might show forth the exceeding riches 
of His grace in His loving kindness 
toward us in Chriet Jesus (Ephesians 
il, 7). Toward this specially called 
class God will to all eternity manifest 
specia] favor. But we are pot to sup- 
pose that there is no reason for thik 
ael&tion and favor. There ls u reason, 
It is, beenuse Of certain intrinsic quali- 
tles or characteristics possessed by 
this class which God is now selecting. 
They. will all be “saints.” They will 
all love the Lord more than they love 
houses or lands, parents or children. 
self- or any creature. They will all 
possess the fruits and russ. or tue 
Holy Spirit 

Indeed. this is God's particular pré- 
Gestination. St. Paul tells us that He 
foreknew that He would provide. His 
only-begotten Son to bé the Savior of 
mankind: and the Head over the 
Chureh,. and “He foreknew that He 
would have a Church, u Royal Prlest- 
hood under the great High Priest. as 
members of His Body. God foreknew 
also the kind of a Message He would 
send, forth and that it would be at 
tractive only to a certain cluss pos- 
sessed of a love for righteousness. 
These only would hear His call. These 
only would have the eyes of their un- 
derstanding specially opened, becnuse 
these alone would accept of His assur 
ances and makea full consecration to 
His service. Such He would beget. of 
His Holy Spirit, and such, in due time, 
would be born ‘of the Spirit in the res- 
urrection and enter into the fellowship 
and companionship and kingly Joys of 
thelr Master. 

It is. of this special class that the 
Apostle | declares, “Whom God did 
foreknow, these He also did predesti- 
nate to, be conformed to the likeness 
(image) of His Son“ (Romans vili, 29). 
That is to \say, God's predestination 
was not only that He would have n 
Church, but, additionally, that the 
terms or conditions of fellowship in 
that Church should be that each one 
would become Christ-like. Surely this 
is a good predestination, with which 
no one conld find fault/ Whether we 
shall gain a place with the “elect” on 
the heavenly.«plane, or a place with 
the non-elect world in restitution to 
earthly nature, we cannot do -othér 
wise than recognize the justies of God 
in so deciding, that none but the saint: 
ly coples of their Lord, could be mem 
bers of the eleet Church and joint: 
heirs with Him in His Kingdom;

The ofeness of God's people is not 
represented in the various sects and 
parties of the present time. It ia rep 
resénted in the fact that all the conse- 
crated followers of the Redeemer are 
individually united to Him as the 
Head and united to ench other as 
members of His Body. “The Lord 
knoweth them that are His.“ By and 
by, by the power of the First Resur- 
rection, all these shall be perfected on 
the spirit plane and constitute the 
Kingdom for which we pray, “Thy 
Kingdom come; Thy. will be done on 
earth aš it is in heaven.” As a te- 
sult of that Kingdom’s coming the 
world will all be brought to the point 
of believing in Jesus and will all have 
the opportunity of obtaining through 
Him the gift of God, eternal life. 

Our Lord's solicitade was not merely 
for the Apostles and earliest members 
of the Church whom the Father gave 
Him in the special sense, as His per- 
sonal companions and helpers in the 
founding of the Church; he prayed on, 
saying, Neither, pray I for these alone, 
but for all those also who shall be 
Heve on Me through their Word.

He 
commissioned His twelve Apostles, St. 
Paul taking the place of Judas, to 
speak in His Name and as His special 
mouthpleces. Whatever they would 
declare to be binding on earth would 
be binding. in the sight of God in 
Heaven. Whatever they would loose 
and declare to be non-dssential on 
earth, we may know would be so by 
Divine decree (Matthew xvi; 19). 

In a word, Jesus, the Apostles and 
the Prophets alone are to be consid» 
éred the special guides and standard - 
bearers for the Church. We are to 
believe on Him through thelr word and 
not through tue word of counsels or 
synods or presbyterigs. Hach individ- 
ua) of the Church has his personal re- 
sponsibility.. This is in harmony. with 
our Lord's declaration; “My sheep 
know My Voice and they follow Me; a 
stranger will they not follow, but will 
flee from a stranger. It behooves us 
today to hearken back to the words of 
Jesus,as He personally uttered: them 
and us He personally sent them to us 
through His chosen twelve. 

Soon the Master’s prayer for His dis- 
ciples will have fulfillment. They will 
be one with Him beyond the vell, 
sharers of His glory and Kingdom. 
Then will come the time When the 
world will believe. The knowledge of 
the Lord win fill the earth and aft the 
blinding and stumbling influences of 
the present will be at an end. The 
Bavior will not need to pray for the 
world then. but instead will exercise 
His power on their behalf. overthrow-

Succeeding 
verses tell that in that glorious Epoch 
landlordism will be a thing of the 
past. “They shall build bovses and 
inhabit them; they shall plant vine 
yards and eat the fruit of them; they 
shall not build and another inhabit;

Additionally we read. “They-shall not 
labor in vain nor bring forth for trou- 
ble.”

No Spiritual Sheep, Oxen, Wolves, Eto. 

No end of confusion has been cre- 
ated by the intent of well-meaning 
people to .apply these prophecies as 
the reward of the Church in heaven. 
Nothing in the Scriptures warrants us 
in thinking that there will be spirit- 
tal, heavenly sheep and oxen, wolves 
and lions, vines and houses, planting 
and building.

With its com- 
pletion this Age will end, and the Nat- 
ural Seed of Abraham will return to 
special favor and become the leading 
nation of the world under the guld. 
ance and direction of the spiritua) and 
invisible, yet All-Powerful, Kingdom 
of Messiah. 

The blessing through natural Is- 
rael will gradually extend to every 
vation. in that the door will be open- 
ea by which all nations may come 
into and become a part of Abrabam's 
Seed. and thus into harmony with 
Messiah's Kingdom.

because ali are sinners Romans v. 12)

Justice, Wisdom, Love and Power.” 

Man's Years as aT 

The. Scriptures tell us that under 
Messiah's Kingdom the days ot a man 
shall be us the days of a tres. And 
it is believed that some trees Nye to 
bo at least a thousand years old) This 
lsi God's provision for every man—ev- 
ery ‘member of the human family— 
after He shall haré accomplistied the 
work of this Gospel Age, the seléction 
of the Spigitual Seed of Abraham, typl 
fled by the -priesta and Levites,.

Messinh's Kingdom is to dominate 
the earth for a thousand years, with a 
view to blessing Adam and all of hip 
posterity — with a view to up i 
them from sin and degradation 
death. The uplifting influences 
begin at once, following the great 
of trouble with which the Kingdo 
will be inaugurated. The judgments 
of the Lord will be abroad in the 
earth and the inhabitants of the world 
will learn righteousness. None shal) 
longer need say to his neighbor or his 
brother. Know thou the Lord; for all 
shall know Him, from the least unto 
the greatest of them.“ for “the knowl. 
edge of the Lord sball fil! the whole 
earth” (Jer. xxxi, 34; Isaiah xi, 9). 

Whoever, then, by obedience to the 
laws of the Kingdom will avail himself 
of the blessed privileges of Restitu. 
tion (Acts fii, 19-21), will not only be 
helped upward out of mental. moral and 
physical imperfection, step by step to- 
ward perfection, but, so long as he 
progresses, he may live—clear down 
to the end of that blessed thousand 
years. If we had never seen trees; if 
our own experiences had been with veg- 
station such as perishes within a year, 
we might bave difficulty in believing 
zome one who would tell us of having 
seen trees centurſes old. Such a státe- 
ment would seem as unreasonable to 
os as to tell us that humanity could 
tive for a thousand years or forever: 

Have we not indeed seen children 
old and wrinkled looking. yet only in 
their, teens? And have we not seen 
others cheerful, fresh dnd compara- 
tively young-looking at sixty and sev- 
enty? 

All Unrighteousness Ís Sin. 

At the present time God “winks” 
at much of the wrongdoing that 
there is in the world. He does not 
interfere with it. But of course ey- 
ery transgression carries witb it nat- 
urally more or less of a depraving in- 
fluence on the transgressors mind and 
body. The conscience is the most ten: 
der and the most important element of 
our baman nature Whoever violates 
it, whoever injures it, mychb or little, 
will proportionately be disadvantaged 
in the future and will have all the 
more difficulty in rising up graduully 
out of his degradation and weaknesses, 
even with all the helps that will then 
be available. Thus will be fulfilled the 
Scriptura! declaration, “Whatscever a 
man soweth, that also shall he reap.” 

With all mankind redeemed there 
will be nothing whatever of the past 
chargeable against any on the books 
of Divine Justice. The great. “High 
Priest.” by his. better sacrifices, will 
bave made ful) satisfaction to the de- 
mands of Justice but the weaknesses. 
mental, moral and physical, resulting 
from more or less wilful aud dellher- 
ate sin, must still be reckoned on. und 
thus every idle word and. every {dle 
thought. every idle and vicious action 
of the present time, by making its. 
mark upon the characters of men. is 
providing for corresponding dificul- 
ties on their part jn that glorious day 
of thelr opportunity. 

The suggestion of our text is that 
the great Messiah will not temporize, 
for the entire period of His relgt, 
with those whe do not show a proper 
appreciation of opportunities when 
fully brought in contact with them 
and clearly understanding the terms 
of Divine grace. But one hundred 
years is quite a considerable period. of 
probation and surely every reasonable 
mind will concede thut so long a de 
lay in meeting out the full penalty 
of sin. Second Death. manifests the 
extreme limit of reasonable mercy. 


The Church's Triumph Shorter. 

The Church, whose trial ia in prog- 
ress during this Gospel Age, receives 
individually a much shorter period of 
probation than our text declares will 
be granted to mankind in the future. 
God's saintly people are expected to 
develop character and to approve 
themselves to God as “overcomers” 
within a very brief space of life And 
not only so, but they are required to 
“walk by faith and not by sight.“ 
They merely have God's Word as re- 
specta’ His Justice and Love and gra- 
cious plans, while, in the next Age. 
the world will have the actuality in- 
stead of the promise—the world will 
walk by sight. The glory of the 
Lord shall be revealed and all fesh 
shall see it together“ (Isnlab xt, 5). 

The world during Messiah's reign 
will be privileged to walk in u bigb - 
way of holiness, from which all the. 
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resents will be looged for a little sen- % 


son at the close of Messiah's reign 
(Revelation rx, 7-10). The world, fall 
of perfected humanity. “as the sand 
of the seashore,” will all be subjected 
to the test. But how many, or w 
proportion of the Whole, will prove 
loyal, and what proportion disloyal, 
we are not informed. 

All that we know on the subject, 
and all that is necessary for us to 
know. {ia that the trial will be 
thorough and just and that all found 
faithful will have eternal life, and all 


found unfaithful will be counted as 


followers of Satan and, with him, will 
be destroyed in the Second Death, 
The test ‘which God will apply will 
be so searching, so thorough, that al- 
though bis creatures will still be free! 
moral agents, he is able to guarantes 
that thenceforth “there shall be no 
more sighing; no more crying. no more 
dying, because all the former ‘things 
of sin and death shall havé passed 
away.” 


The Reward, Life—The Punishment, 
Death. 

Not a word is said about the hun- 
dred-year old sinner—child—being sent 
to eternal torment, just as there is not 
a word said in the Bible to the effect 
that Adam or his children were con- 
déemned to eternal torments. The sen- 
tence upon Adam, which his race 
shares by heredity, was a death sen- 
tence. This just but awful penalty 
has wrought havoc with our race— 
sickness, sorrow, pain, dying, death. 

God’s mercy has provided the re- 
demption of Adam and his race 
through His Son, who died. the Just 
for the unjust. The death of Jesus 
is the price which will eventually se- 
cure the release of Adam and all of 
his posterity from the death sentence 
and give to them resurrection privi- 
leges provided through Messiah's King- 
dom reign. 

But every one who bas been enlight- 
ened, and brought to a clear knowl- 
edge of God and to the opportunities 
provided for his salvation from sin 
and death, is more responsible for the 
manner in which he accepts or refuses 
“the gift of God, eternal life through 
Jesus Christ our Lord.“ As the wil- 


ful. intelligent ‘sinner in the Churcti |: 


now is sentenced to the Second Death 
(Hebrews vi, 6; x, 28-81), so, our text 
tells us, it will de with the masses 
of mankind during the Messianic reign. 
If they wilfully reject reconciliation 
to God, they will die the Second Death, 
God has provided a redemption and 
recovery from the first death, but as- 
sures us that the Second Death will 
be an eternal one.

The 
speaker sald;— 

Our text is a part of the Divine 
prophecy of the blessings which will 
come to Israel and to the whole world 
during Messiah's glorious reign of a 
thousand yeare—beginning with the 
close of this Gospel Era. Succeeding 
verses tell that in that glorious Epoch 
landlordlam will be a thing of the 
past. “They shall build houses and 
inhabit them; they shall plant vine 
yards and eat the fruit of them; they 
shall not build and another inhabit; 
they shall not plant and another eat.” 
Additionally we read, Tbey shall not 
labor in vain nor bring forth for trou- 
ble.” Further we read that then the 
“Wolf and the lamb shall feed togeth- 
er and the Hon shall eat fodder tike 
the bullock.” 


No Spiritual Sheep, Oxen, Wolves, Eto. 
No end of confusion has been cre- 
ated by the intent of well-meaning 
people to apply these prophecies as 
the reward of the Church in heaven. 
Nothing in the Scriptures warrants us 
in thinking that there will be spirit- 
wal. heavenly sheep and oxen, wolves 
and lions, vines and houses, planting 
and building. Those who reject the 
clear Bible teaching respecting a Mes- 
Bianic reign of righteousness cannot 
understand the Bible at all. Not a 
single passage of the Old Testament 
tells of heavenly hopes or promises. 
Only a few of them teach heavenly 
things at all, and then indirectly. 

As, for instance, lu the types of the 
Did Testament the garments of the 
High Priest, glorious and beautiful, 
Bymbolize, we believe, the heavenly 
grandeur, honors and glories of Mes- 
mah during the period of His reign 
Similarly God’s promise to Abraham 
declares that His Seed. His posterity. 
shall be as the stars of heaven and 
as the sands of the seashore. Notb- 
ing in this statement would necessa- 
tily teach a heavenly state or condi- 
tion. Only by the ald of the New Tes- 
tament and the Holy Scriptures’ filu- 
mination: can we see that two Seeds 
of Abraham are distinctly referred to, 


the stars Indirectly implying the Spir- 


itua! Seed, while the aands of the sen- 
shore refer to Abraham's Natural 
Seed. As it is written, “I have con: 
stituted Thee a father of mafy na- 
tions“ Uke unto God. 

So the Spiritual Seed of Abraham is 
now being developed. With its com- 
pletion this Age will end, and the Nat- 
ural Seed of Abraham will return to 
special favor and become the leading 
nation of the world under the guld 

ance and direction of the spiritual and 
invisible, yet All-Powerful, Kingdom 
of Messiah. 

The blessing through natura) 1s- 
rae] will gradually extend to every 
pation, in that the door will be open- 
ei by which all nations may come 
into and become a part of Abraham's 
Beed, and thus into harmony with 
Messiah's Kingdom. Whosoever re- 
fuses this great privilege and blessing 
of.

Mesulab's Kitigdom the days ‘of a man 
shall be us the days of a tres. And 
it is believed tunt some trées Live to 
be at least a thousand years old: tine 
ia God's provision for every man—ev- 
ery member of the human family— 
after He sball have accompli the 
work of this Gospel Age, the selection 
of the Spigitual Seed of Abratiam, typi: 
led by. the priests’ and Levites, “The 
Church of the Firat-born. whose names 
are written in heaven.” 

Messiah's Kingdom ls to dominate 
the earth for a thousand years, with a 
view to blessing Adam and all of 
posterity — with a view to up 
them from sin and degradation 
death. The uplifting influences wi 
begin at ance, following the great time 
of trouble with which the Kingdom 
will be {naugurated. The judgments 
of the Lord will be abroad in the 
earth and the inhabitants of the world 
will learn righteousness. None shall 
longer need say to his neighbor or his 
brother, “Know thou the Lord; for all 
shall know Him, from the least unto 
the greatest of them,” for “the knowl- 
edge of the Lord shall fll the whole 
earth“ (Jer. xxxi, 34; Isalab xi, 9): 

Whoever, then, by obedience to the 
laws of the Kingdom will avail himself 
of the blessed privileges of Restitu- 
tion (Acts (li, 19-21), will not only be 
helped upward out of mental. moral and 
physical imperfection, step by step to- 
ward perfection, but, so long as he 
progresses, he may live—clear down 
to the end of that blessed thousand 
years. If we had never seen trees: if 
our own experiences had been with veg- 
station such as perishes within a year, 
we might have difficulty in believing 
some one who would tell us of having 
seen trees centuries old. Such a státe- 

ment would seem as unreasonable to 
us as to tell us that humanity could 
live for a thousand years or forever: 

Have we not indeed seen children 
old and wrinkled looking, yet only in 
their teens? And have we not seen 
others cheerful, fresh and compara- 
tively young-looking at sixty and sev- 
enty? 

All Unrighteousness is Sin. 

At the present time God “winks” 
at much of the wrong-doling that 
there is In the world. He does not 
interfere with it. But of course ev- 
ery transgression cafries with it nat- 
urally more or less of a depraving in- 
fluence on the transgressor’s mind and 
body. The conscience is the most ten- 
der and the most important element of 
our human nature Whoever violates 
it, whoever injures it, much or litte, 
will proportionately be disadvantaged 
in the future and will have all the 
more difficulty tn rising up gradually 
out of his degradation and weaknesses, 
even with all the helps that will then 
be available. Thus will be fulfilled the 
Scriptural declaration. “Whatsoever a 
man soweth, that also shall he reap.” 

With all mankind redeemed there 
will be nothing whatever of the past 
chargeable against any on the books 
of Divine Justice. The great “High 
Priest.” by his better sacrifices, will 
have made full satisfuction to the de- 
mands of Justice but the weakhesses. 
mental, moral and physical, resulting 
from more or less wilful aud deliber-. 
ate sin, must still be reckoned on. und 
thua every idle word und every idle 
thought, every Idle and vicious action 
of the present time, by making its.

The suggestion of our text is that 
the great Measiah will not temporise, 
for the entire period of His reign, 
with those whe do not show a proper 
appreciation of opportunities when 
fully brought in contact with them 
and clearly understanding the terms 
of Divine grace. But one hundred 
years is quite a considerable period of 
probation and surely every reasonable 
mind will concede that so long a de- 
lay in meeting ont the full penalty 
of sin, Second Death. manifests the 
extreme limit of reasonable mercy.

be granted to mankind in the future. 
God's saintly people are expected to 
develop character and to approve 
themselves to God as “overcomers” 
within a vary drief apace of life.

They merely have God's Word as re 
specta His Justice and Love and gra- 
cious plans, while, in the next Age. 
the world will have the actuality in- 
stead of the promise—the world will 
walk by sight.

The grand jury ia not, as it 
was formerly. discharged tinally, but 
you are, after you conclude your lab-

able to be called together to m et any 
emergency or necessity that may arise 
where it is necessary that justice 
should be administered for any ser- 
ious violations of the law 

* You have a foreman who has been 
selected by the Uourt as required by 
law. When you retire to your rooms 
you wil) select your olerk. The clerk's 
duties will be to keep the minutes of 
all the proceedings during the session 
of the grand jory, but as you are re- 
anfred by your oath to keep secrecy, 
these proceedings of the clerk and of 
the grand jury -are to be absolutely. 
kept with the strictest secrecy the 
same an yov keep your own moaths 
ahut in regard to what ocours in the 
urand jury room. Upon the foreman 
and the clerk depends largely the ex- 
peditious performance of onr duties 
and the consequent raving to the tax - 
payers of the county in the length of 
your service.

COLLAPSIBLE POULTRY COOP.

The ordinary poultry coop has melt 
disadvantage that it occupies too much 
apace during the season when it is not 
in use.

It is noth- 
ing short of a sin for those who know 
better to acknowledge these verses and 
to use them to bolster up theories of 
Divine Healing. It is as much a crime 
to add to the Word of God as to take 
away from it 

Today I invite attention to some oth- 
er dead files, some other additions to 
God's Word, which have had much to 
do with twisting the theology once 
delivered to the saints. Take, for in- 
stance, the closing words of the Lord's 
Prayer: 

“Thine le the Kingdom and Power and 
Glory.” 

These words. if uttered by our Lord. 
should be found in the old Greek MSS. 
But they are not found therein.’ They 
are, therefore, to be rejected as addi- 
tions made by people centuries after 
Matthew's Gospel was written. These 
words were introduced when the faith 
of the Church ‘respecting the Kingdom 


largely. due to the false. doc 
handed down from the “Dark 
purporting to be biblical. Who can- 
not sympathize with the great infidel, 
Thomas Paine. who, when reading the 
last verse of St. John's Gospel, ex- 
claimed. “O, what a whopper!’ It 
reads, “And there are also many oth- 
er things which Jesus did, the which; 
if they should be written every one, 1 
suppose that even the world “itself 
could not contain the books that 
should ‘be written” (John xxi, 25). 

Surely. any one of reasoning mind 
should see the absurdity of such a 
statement. Surely all Christian min 
isters should have Informed the Lord's. 
sheep under their care respecting what 
is and what is not the Word of God. 
the Bible, as it was recognized by the 
Apostolic Church and written down in 
the, origina) Greek manuscripts, Why 
any Christian minister should assail 
me because 1 endeavor tw do for the 
people what he has négiected to do 
cannot understand.

To the credit of such men as Luther, 
Calvin, Knox.

My hearers should bear distinctly iu 
mind that what 1 am here presenting 
is not at all in line with the presenta- 
tions of. the Higher Critics. Their 
method ls to rend through the Scrip- 
tures and judge of them by their own 
keen intellectual powers, and thus to 
discriminate’ between which were 
written by the Prophets credited, and 
which were additions. Their Higher 
Criticism claims a keener ‘scent or 
mental discernment than- ordinary 
mortals: enjoy. Sy“ which they know 
these things whether others can see it 
80 or not. : 

1 resent Higher Criticism and accept 
the Word of God tẹ full, I reject noth- 
ing because of my own or other men’a 
surmises, but merely go by the facts 
If the oldest Greek MSS. do not con- 
tain certain passages of Scripture, how 
could they get into later M&S. except 
as spurious additions? 

Nor should | be considered as fault. 
finding with our Common Version of 
the Bible. While it la not without its 
faults, it has so many excellent quali:

Our Bible's’ Ter-Centenary. 

Just three centuries ago our English 
Common ve ible wan publiched 
This year N ee fa céle-, 
brated. It ea. Brand nd book, 
done u grand, work. The fact that tt 
fa not pertect must not condemn a 
work possessed of so many glorious 
qualities, It wag the result of seven 
years’ labor on the part of forty-seven 
persons learned in the languages and ap- 
pointed by King James of England for 
its preparation. They labored to some 
disadvantage by reason of the, com- 


commanded to honor and obey’ the 
Pope. The various prophecies which 
tell of Messiah’s Kingdom glory were 
applied to the Pope. and are still so 
epplied. 

As Messiah was to ride forth con : 
quering the world and “wound the 
heads over many peoples,” so. the Popes 
fo succession sought to do, to fulfill 
these prophecies. As the inaugura- 
tion ot Messiah's Kingdom is. prom- 
ised to be in the midst of a time of 
great trouble, it was not thought im- 
proper that Papacy should cause great 
trouble in the world in its endeavor 
to establish itself as the Kingdom of 
Messiah. As whosoever would not re- 
celve Messiah was to be “destroyed 
from amongst the people,“ it was not 
considered wrong to destroy those who 
rejected and opposed the Papal Kingdom 
and to give them to the burning flame. 

“Thy Kingdom Come on Earth.” 

Tue Lord's prayer was already in 
the Scriptures, and was known to 
many. It could not be eliminated. 
But some zealous person, fully bellev- 
ing that God's Kingdom had come, felt 
justified in) amending, the prayer to 
correspond to what he supposed were 
the facts. Hence the prayer which 
begins, Thy Kingdom come,” is made 
to end by saying, Thy Kingdom has 
come in its glory and power.”

FRACTICING 


MUST write of some of the char- 
acteristics and pecullar customs 
ot the natives fm ¢ertain parts of 
the islands of the Philippines. In 
the mountains. of the Benguet 
province at Begufo, the summer 
capital, is the home of the Igorrotes. 

They remind one in their appearance 
of the lower caste of negro to be 
found in the swamp districts of Louisi- 
ana or the mountain districts of North 
Carolina and Tennessee, writes J. 
Hamilton Lewis, in Chicago Evening 
Post, ! 

Of medium height, black and dark 
brown color, with short, matty black 
hair, half-flatted nose, stocky of figure 
and erect of stature, such are the out- 
lines of these natives. The men wear 
little crowns for hats, composed of 
anything that dazzles, and all the tas- 
sels that can sway in the breeze. This 
adornment is set on the batk of the 
head, as*a fez is worn by the Turk. 
A shirt of any fabric, as gaudy as can 
be obtained, comes only to the middle, 
and there is met with the belt that is 
the only remaining garment. This is 
tight-fitting and held only by a string. 

In these mountains the cold becomes 
great at times. Frost and particles of 
snow are often seen, and-atnight.it is 
always cold, yet these men never 
wear covering and sleep in huts and 
tents, as did the primitive American 
Indians. They go barefoot, save that 
of late a form of sandal is assumed for 
perfect dreas. This covers only the 
toes and is worn with no sock. 

Often one may see anachronisms of 
civilization in these Igorrotes; flat- 
headed, their ears pierced through or 
the lower part pulled down and 
stretched so large as to wear a spool 
—the usual spool on which thread 18 
wound—in their ears as adornments, 
and thelr teeth blackened. To this is 
added a shirt of blué army cloth with 
brass buttons, like a soldier’s jacket; 
a hat or derby of straw, depending on 
what has been traded the wearers; a 
sword in the shape of an American 
bayonet, for which they have ex- 
changed their head ax, an instrument 
they carry to cleave off heads of peo- 
ple they meet and dislike, or use in 
assaults in war, 

With this military ‘accouterment 
they are adorned above the waist; be- 
low, as was Adam, if we truat the de- 
scription of the Bible; “naked to his 
enemies,” in the language of Cardinal 
Wolsey. This Igorrote is a sight for 
the gods—of photography. 

The women reverse the process, A 
skirt adorns or founders about their 
legs. This is made of a material Jook- 
ing like jute bagging: Sometimes tnere 
is a sandal on the foot, at the waist a 
flowing cloth, fluttering at the ends, 
of most flaming color when obtainable. 
From the waist up “abreast the tides 
of: wind naked to the breeze,” in a 
Walt Whitman spectacle. There = is 
not a cloth or covering until the 
head is reached. Then possibly. a 
shawl or wrap which is s lately as- 
sumed display of fashion upon occa- 
sions. 

Sunday is thelr market day. 80 
Commissloner Worcester, the most 
learned man in the east on the na- 
tives, provided a building for them. 
To this they come on Sundays, quiet, 
unperturbed, with no curiosity as to

Here the sellers bargain and trade, 
always to the point of getting the 

ost for the thinnest dog, which is ap- 
parently the toughest. The women 
sit in silence, a virtue of the Igorrote 
woman, or in soft tones bargain bits 
of cloth, and smoke big black cigars 
as they trade and prattle. The women 
keep the money of the house. 

In the distance just beyond is the 
settlement of more than a thousand 
years of existence which Prof, Fred- 
erick Starr of Chicago has attractive- 
ly described. Here the natives have 
had for years and years the practice 
and creed of trial marriage, just as 
shown in the Balkans, in one of the 
Russian provinces. Here can be seen 
in system and discipline the trial 
marriage of which George Meredith 
wrote. Others who lately have sur- 
feited our yearning on this point could 
have learned much from this exam- 
ple. 

These people say that the Chinese 
Malay of a thousand years ago taught 
them this method, and that it came 
from Israel and Greece. The method 
is this: The woman choosés the man; 
the man can bid, but he cannot force 
his acceptance. If the woman is satis- 
fied, she keeps him, and then he does 
no work. If. children come he con- 
tributes, but in nowise maintains the f 
household. Should she conclude to re 
ject him, he must go elsewhere, but 
before departing she takes every ves- 
tige of money or property he ever pos- 
sessed.

Variations in u ‘Day.

\ In the past many of us misunder: 
stood these words—“to great salvation” 
-und have thought them to apply 
merely to un “elect” few of the saintly 
followers of our great Redeemer. Sure- 


Ay it should not be thought strange if 


a closer examination of God's Word 
would demonstfate to us that as the 
heavens are higher than the earth, so 
are His ways and plans higher than 
ours (Isalab ly, 9). It should not 
surprise us to find that our forefathers 
were generally in considerable dark- 
ness tespect to “the lehgth and 
breadth and height and depth of the 
love of God, which passeth all under- 
standing“ (Ephesians fii, 18, 10). It 
should not surprise us to find that our 
Savior will yet see the fruitage of the 
travail of His soul and be satisfied 
(Isaiah lili, 11), and that this satis 
faction will result from the salvation 
of more than the “little flock,” who 
walk in His steps and who; like Him: 
“present their bodies living-sacrifices, 
holy “and acceptable to God.“ in the 
bervice of Truth and righteousness. 
There are several ways of treating 
this thotfght, that more than an “alect™ 
few are eventually to redich eternal life 
through the Redeemer óf mankind. 
One way, which ‘many opt, is to 
claim that onr Lord and thé Apostles 
did not really mean to esta Dlish 80 
— a standard of saintship as their 
fiply, and then to conctude thir 
The unsaintly will gain eternal life as 
well as the Salntly—all except the de 
fenerately wicked. This view of mat 
ters, which is the common one, is un 
Goubtedly prémpted by aympathy for 
friends, relatives, n rò and the 
heathen; but it ia wholly contrary to 
‘God's Word, 
Fe apes View still n dy some is 
t every but the saintly will 
bared tortate eternally and hopeleraly. 
The third theory which 1 desire to 
resent here is the one 1 believe to be 
accord with every text of Scripture. 
nd in accord with Justice, Wisdom, 
ve and Power Divine, and in accord 
et sanctified common sense. I have 
for only an outline of this Plan. 
which Is most comprehensive, as tol- 
lows: 
The Saintly New Creation. 
Salvation in no sense began before 
the Redeemer’s birth, fofty-one hun 
Ared and twenty-eight years after the 
fall of our first parents. ín all that 
long period nobody was saved. The 
Apostle declares in vur text that sal- 
vation begun to be preached by Jesus. 
Again we read that Jesus brought life 
and immortality to light through His 
Gospel (11 Timothy 1, 10). Sò, then, 
life and immortality and the Gospel 
Message begun to be preached by our 
Lord and was not preachéd before His 
day. “Indeed we can see that if there 
is “none other Name given under hent 
en or amongst men whereby we musi 
be saved,” than the name of Jesus, 
then it could not have been préached: 
nothing could be preached previously 
except the Divine declaration that God 
purposed in due time to redeem man- 
kind from sin and death through a 
Savior and a Great One—One able to 
save unto the uttermost all that would 
come unto the Father through Him. 
This reasoning is surely true to the 
facts. Search all through the Old Tes- 
tament and there is found no promise 
of eternal life set forth except by the 
Law given to the one little nation of 
Israel. That Law declared that he 
that doeth thesă things shall live by 
bis obedience thereto (Romans x, 5), 
and the Apostle assures us that Jews 
dled because none of them kept the 
Law—because no imperfect buman be- 
ing could possibly meet the require- 
ments of God's perfect Law. “By the 
deeds of the Law shall no flesh be 
justified in Hila sight’ (Romans ‘iii, 20) 
The Apostle, further explaining the 
matter, says. "Wherefore, then, serveth 
the Law?” He replies to his question. 
“It was added because of transgres- 
sion Nn nti] the promised Seed should 
come” (Gafatians ili, 19) 


; The Promised Seed. 

The Apostie’s words direct our 
thoughts bac to Eden, when God de 
clared that the Seed of the woman 
would at some future time bruise tte 
Serpent's head. But that Seed did no! 


Ne To to de spoken by 
R our Lord, ahd wis 
confirmed unto us by those who beird 


word, then, the entire Christ thelidex 
the members of the Body with the glo- 
tious a ‘of the Body: And 
glorious Christ. which will be comp 
ed by the close of this Gospel Age. w 

as n whole be the promised Seed 
Abraham. 

From this viewpoint we can see why 
‘God's long promised blessing, haa W. 
yet reached the world, but 
viewpoint we can see that He wien 
ly selecting or electing the Church, the 
Seed of Abraham. The promise to 
Abrubam is. in > thy Seed ‘shat 
all the families. of the earth be 
blessed," and, as we have seen, the 
Seed of Abraham is “Jesus the Head 
and the Church His Body." In a 
word,/our previous view of the Divine 
Plau was too narrow, We saw, the 
election of the Church, but did not see 
God's gracious purposes for All the 
families of the earth.“. The Church, 
as the Scriptures declare, is merely a 
„Hrst-frults“ unto God of His cren- 
tures and is not. by any means, the 
entire harvest. Let us bere remember 
St. Paul's explanation of this matter. 
He declares, “We, brethren. as Isaac 
was, are the children of the promise” 
(Galatians iv, 28)—the beirn of the 
promjse—through us all the families 
of the earth are to be blessed. 


No Sécond Charice In This. 

It might indeed be said in one sense 
of the word that since father Adam 
was placed on trial in Eden’ with n 

ward of eternal life before him or a 
penalty of death, and that since he 
lost his chanee of eternal life by dis. 
obedience, therefore any chance otf 
eternal life coming to him or to any 


member of his race would, of neces: 


sity, be a second chance. This is un- 
doubtedly true. From thia standpoint 
every member of the human family 
must eventually have a second chance 
for eternal life. begnuse it was for 
this very purpose that our Redeemer 
left the heavenly glory. was made 
flesh, dwelt amongst us and “died, the 
just for the unjust.“ Whoever enjoys 
this second chance must expect no 
more, becauge Christ dieth no more.” 
But, as wé have already seen, nobody 
had a second chance for eterna) life 
prior to the Coming of our. Redeemer 
into the world. “He brought life and 
immortality to- Ught.“ He died. the 
just for the unjust. to make recon- 
ciliation. for iniquity—and this mes: 
sage of 80 great salvation bexan to be 
spoken by our Lord. 

The compurativelx few who have 
heard the Gospel since Jesus- day 
“Good tidings of great joy which shall 
te unto all people“, these, the compar- 

atively few. who have heard of “the 
only name given under heaven or 
amongst men whereby we must be 
saved - are the only ones who in any 
sense of the word have had their sec- 
ond chance. Indeed we might, Scrip- 
tarally, Umit the matter much further 
and say that the Gospel Ras been bid- 
den from the majority of those who 
heard it; their mental eyes and ears 
being deaf and blind. they did not com- 
prehend the message. and therefore 
could not reject it. 

The “high calling" and “so great 
salvation” which so few have really 
heard and seen ls referred to by our 
great Redeemer saying. ‘Blessed are 
your eyes, for they see, and. your 
ears, for-they hear.” “The natural 
man receiveth not the things of the 
Spirit of God. neither can he know 
them; becuuse they are epitituatly dis- 
cérned. * * * But God hath reveal- 
ed them unto us by His spirit“ (1 Co- 
rinthians 11. 14). In other words. only 
the Spirit-begotten ones are now on 
trial for life everlasting or death ever- 
lasting. And only the faithful footstep 
foliowers’ will gain the glory, honor. 
Immortality and joint-heirship witb 
Hinvin ‘Hix Kingdom. These are the 
“elect.” the “very eleet.“ These are 
such as make their calling and elec- 
tion sure by $o running as to obtain 
this great prize of membership in the 
Body of irist. 

These elect ones experience a change 
of nature: and in the future will not 
be human beings, but partakers of the 
divine nature (Il Peter Il. 4). They 
will be inducted into the perfection 
of the divine nature in the First Res- 
urrection, the chief resurrection, tù 
which they wil! be changed in a mo- 
Ment, in the twinkling of au eye, be 
cause flesh and blood cannot inberti! 
the Kingdom of God (1 Corinthianhk 
xv. 50-62).

“Times of Restitution.” f 
At our Lord's First Advent the “ac: | remeni 
ceptable time“ began—the time when 
God, having accepted the sacrifice. of 
Christ Jesus, became willing throngb 
Him to accept the sacrifices of all who 
desire to become His disciples—to take 
up their cross and follow. Him through 
evil report and good report even unto 
death. ‘The entire Gospel Age anti- 
types Israel’s Day of Atohement, and 
the sacrifices of our Lord and the 
Church, Eis Body. are the “better sat- 
rifices,". foreshadowed by the bullock 
and the goat offered. typically by the 
Jews. This is the acceptable year of 
the Lord which Jesus declared (Isaiah 
xi, 2; Luke iv; 10). God's faithful 
people of this acceptable day are 
giad to be Invited to “present their 
bodies living sacrifices, holy and ac- 
ceptable unto God“ (Romans xii, 1). 
In the end of this acceptable day will 
come the end of all opportunity to thus 
sacrifice the human nature and become 
joint-heirs: with rist and partakers 
of the heavenly 
Then will be introduced a new period 


styled. in the Scriptures. “Times (or 


years) of Restitution.” The acceptable 
day for the Church's sacrifice has last- 
ed for nearty nineteen centuries. And 
we know how long the Times of Resti- 
tution” will last—néarly a thousand 
years. St. Peter tells us just when these 
“Restitution Times” will begin. They 
did not begin in his day. They have 
not begun yet. They wil? begin as a 
result of the Second Advent of Jesus, 
the Messiah, and the establishment of 
His Kingdom and righteousness, “Times 
of refreshing shal} come from the pres- 
ence of the Lord hnd He shall-send 
Jesus Christ, as before was ‘preached 
unto you, Whom the heavens must re- 
tain until the Times of Restitution of 
all things which God bath spoken by 
the mouth of all the holy prophets 
since the world began. For Moses 
verily said unto the fathers, A Proph- 
et like qnto me (of whom I am but 
a type or figure) shall the your 
God raise gp unto you from 8 
your brethren.

These two men, brought through 

different ways into fellowship with 
Christ, came to the same conclusion 
as to his relationship with the Father. 
These are the mystic words of John: 
In the beginning was the Word, and 
the Word was with God, and the Word 
was God. The same was in the begin- 
ning with God. All things were made 
by bim, and without him was not dny- 
thing made that was made.“ 
He is king over all. He bas all au- 
thority in the material realm, for in 
him is the power back of all things 
material. Withont him was not-any- 
thing made that was made,“ and “in 
him all things consist.“ Stand upon 
the mountain top and behold the touch 
of his power in the mighty bills. 

Walk along the seashore und listen 
to the music of his power ‘as ‘the 
surges roll. Look upon the plowed 
fields that stretch before your vision 
in folds of russe! velvet and see bis 
handiwork. Watch the procession of 
the. seasons as they come and go and 
mark thelr wonderful regularity and 
realize that in him all things consist. 
He holds the world jn His hand and is 
Master in the material realm. 
| But it is not simply through his own 
thinking and teaching that the power 
of Jesus in the mental realm is re- 
vealed. It is by his control, direction 
and inspiration of all thinking, No 
thinking being in the universe escapes 
the strength of the mind of Christ. 
There have been strong thinkers who 
have ignored and denied any relation- 
ship to the Teacher of Galilee, but 
trace the genealogy of their thinking 
power and you will find that its 
sources. originated in godly. men and 
women who had learned of Jesus. 
David Hume may ignore or even 
cule the teaching of Jesus, but he is 
frank to acknowledge the fact that he 
owed his power of reasoning to his 
godly mother. Jesus is master of the 
intellectual realm. Music sings its 
finest note when it praises the Mes- 
siah. Art is at its best when it pic- 
tures the Christ. Poetry touches its 
highest strain when it celebrates the 
king. Philosophy is final when it is 
true to his wisdom. He is master in 
the mental realm. 

He has all authority fn the moral 
realm. His ethic is the stantara of 
morality. The Sermon on the Mount 
has become the sermon of every 
mount. Men everywhere are acknowl- 
edging that obedience to the moral 
code of Jesus is the way to come to 
the ultimate morality. He is master in 
the moral realm. 

The fact of his authority in the spir- 
itual realm is beyond question. He 
has made God, known to men; he has 
brought the m within the com- 
pass of man's tonsciousness and has

The power of Jesus is supreme over 
all things material, mental, moral and 
spiritual; He governs and protects. 
He disposes, human events and con- 
trols human hearts. The forces of 
heaven are also at his command. The 
Holy Spirit is bestowed by him.
